Mr. H. H. Hastings, Esq., has 
opened a law office in Judge Frye’s 
office ou Broad street. Mr. Hast¬ 
ings is a promising young man, 
and deserves success which doubt¬ 
less will come to him in his chosen 
profession. Mr. Hastings was for 
several years a successful teacher 
in the High school at Pawtucket, 
B. I. While there his spare time 
was spent in studying law, and 
since then he has been studying 
with Judge Foster. 

We announced last week that 
Maj. Hastings and wife had start¬ 
ed for the south, and to-day ho 
stands again upon the soil where 
during the war as in a few subse¬ 
quent years he had many interest¬ 
ing experiences. Mustered into 
the service of the United States in 
1S61 as captain of company A, of 
the Twelfth Maine Regiment, and 
commissioned major in 1803, he 
saw continued service. He was at 
the surrender of New Orleans, iu 
the campaign in the Shenandoah 
valley under Sheridan, and in the 
campaigns of the Gulf department. 
After the surrender of Savannah, 
Major Hastings was appointed 
provost judge and held his court 
in that city. He afterwards was 
appointed marshal of West Geor¬ 
gia and for a long period had en 
tire control of all that section of 
the state. Major Hastings’ head 
quarters were then atThomasville. 
During his long stay there in 
18G-1-5, he became acquainted with 
all the leading men of the locality, 
but he finds but few of them now 
living. Later Major Hastings 
was appointed agent iu the Freed¬ 
man’s Bureau for Southwestern 
Georgia, with headquarters at Al¬ 
bany. Wliefl he started for that 
city, alter receiving his appoint¬ 
ment, lie was asked by someone 
where he was going aud upon re¬ 
plying “to Albany,” lie was ad¬ 
jured to go well armed as Albany 
was the “hottest hole” of south¬ 
western Georgia. Yet, Major Hast¬ 
ings says he did not carry even a 
pistol while serving there. He 
occupied this post for ten mouths 
having complete civil and mili¬ 
tary authority over the whole of 
section. He exercised the author¬ 
ity of these important positions 
with marked tact and good judg¬ 
ment, Then Tliomasville was a 
small town; now it has become a 
well-known winter resort and the 
Winter home of a good many 
northern people, Major Hastings 
remained in Georgia a year or two 
after the war closed, operating a 
large plantation which he pur¬ 
chased, and one year planted near¬ 
ly one thousand acres, He made, 
many warm friends while in the 
south and lias since had repeated 
aud urgent invitations to spend a 
winter, which he decided to do 
this winter, Mrs. Hastings spent 
one year with him there in the 
sixties.

Then there 
came suddenly upon the scene two other 
characters who had already figured in 
the play, a tall, handsome, athletic gen¬ 
tleman dressed in the fashion, attended 
by a slim figured lad, who was as re¬ 
fined in dress and appearance as the lit¬ 
tle girl clinging to her mother was 
mournfully hideous in her rags and re¬ 
pulsive poverty. These two, the gentle¬ 
man and the lad, prevented the at¬ 
tempted suicide, and after a tableau on 
the bridge where the audience learned 
that the nlan and woman were brother 
and sister the scene was transferred to 
the interior of one of the slum tene¬ 
ments in the east side of London. Here 
the scene painter and carpenter had 
done their utmost to produce an exact 
copy of a famous court and alley well 
known to the poor creatnres who make 
up a part of the outcast London hu¬ 
manity. The rags, the crowding, the 
vileness, the broken furniture, the hor¬ 
rible animal existence forced upon 
creatures made in God's image, were so 
skillfully shown in this scene that more 
than one elegant woman in the theater, 
seated, like Rose Sterling, in a sump¬ 
tuous box. surrounded with silk hang¬ 
ings and Velvet covered railing, caught 
herself shrinking back a little, as if 
contamination were possible from the 
nearness of this piece of painted canvas. 
It was almost too realistic, and yet it 
had a horrible fascination for Felicia 
as she sat there alone, buried back in a 
cushioned seat absorbed in thoughts that 
went far beyond tho dialogue on the 
stage. 

From the tenement scene the play 
shifted to the interior of a nobleman’s 
palace, and almost a sigh of relief went 
up all over the house at the sight of the 
accustomed luxury'of the upper classes. 
The contract was startling. It was 
brought about by a clever piece of stag¬ 
ing that allowed only a few minutes to 
elapse between tho slum and the palace 
scenes. The dialogue continued, the 
actors came and went in their various 
roles, but upon Felicia the play made 
but one distinct impression. In reality 
the scenes on the bridge and in the 
slum were only incidents hj the story 
of the piny, but Felicia found herself 
living those scenes over and over. She 
had never philosophized about the 
causes of human misery. She was not 
old enough. She had not tho tempera¬ 
ment .that philosophizes. But she felt 
intensely, and this was not the first 
.time she had felt the contrast thrust 
into biir feeling between the upper and 
the lower eonditnons of human life. It 
had been growing upon her until it had 
made her what Rose called “queer” and 
the other people in herehrekof wealthy 
awqitMntanoea oatted “very unusual.' 
It was simply the Iranian problem in 
it* extremes of riches and poverty, its 
refinement and its vilenees, which was, 
in spite of her unconscious attempts to 
struggle against tho facts, burning into 


her life the impression that would in 
the end transform her into either a 
woman of rare love and self sacrifice 
for the world or a miserable enigma to 
herself and all who knew her.

WHOLESOME MILK. 

tVho Would Knowingly Use the 
Product of Tuberculous Cows? 

Generally speaking and including 
children, more especially infants, whose 
mothers cannot or will not give their 
offspring the natural food, there is no 
article of diet which is so universally in 
demand as milk, says C. W. Murtfeldt 
in the St. Louis Republic. Milk, like 
eggs, is a perfect food. If I am not in 
error, there is in Missouri a law which 
requires that the milk offered for sale 
in St. Louis—and presumably in other 
cities of the state—shall contain the 
minimum of 3 per cent of butter fat; 
also that the cows shall be free from 
tuberculosis or other diseases. Dr. 
White, the state veterinarian, has is¬ 
sued to some dairies certificates that the 
milk cows are free from diseases. 

The natural milk as it comes from 
the animal is freely offered at the tables 
of hotels, restaurants and boarding 
houses. Even when pure and from ani¬ 
mals free from tuberculosis and other 
diseases it affects some persons whose 
constitutions are bilious very unpleas¬ 
antly. Of course this result could be 
obviated by using boiled milk, because 
many bacteria would be killed if pres¬ 
ent. Condensed milk has been, of course, 
subjected to boiling heat, hut it is claim¬ 
ed,right or wrong, that that tends to con¬ 
stipation in infants. This food is claim¬ 
ed by the makers to be better than 
mother’s milk. We would prefer na¬ 
ture’s method.* While we cannot con¬ 
tradict that statement for want of scien¬ 
tific investigation, we may here ask the 
question, What assurance have those 
who buy that the cows which furnished 
the milk for condensation are free from 
tuberculosis? Now, says the querist, 
“By your own statement you claim that 
the heating or boiling kills bacteria or 
tuberculosis?” Then we again ask the 
question, “Would yon knowingly use 
milk from cows which had tuberculosis, 
even though it had been subjected to a 
certain degree of heat ?” We fancy few, 
very few, parents would use it if there 
was a choice offered to them. 


Cariugr For Whey. 

The proper method'of caring for the 
whey: 1. Place the whey tank under 
cover. 2 , Have it so arranged that it 
can be cleaned daily. 3. The whey 
should be heated to 160 F. In placing 
the whey tank under cover it is protect¬ 
ed from dirt and rain. I found it a good 
plan to keep the whey tank in the en¬ 
gine room. The tank, which contains 
the whey, should be so arranged that it 
can be easily cleaned each day just as 
the vats in the make room are cleaned. 
It is only a few minutes’ work to wash 
this tank each day, and there is no rea¬ 
son why this tank should not be kept as 
clean as the milk vats. When whey is 
cooked to 160 degrees F., it remains 
quite sweet for 24 hours. Of course 
there is some acid iD it, but not enough 
to injure it for feeding purposes. The 
whey can be cooked with live steam, be¬ 
ginning as soon as possible after the 
whey is in the tank. The longer the 
whey stands before it is heated to 160 
degrees F. the more acid will be develop¬ 
ed. When whey is handled in this way, 
it makes good feed for any kind of ani¬ 
mals. In feeding it to calves there 
should be a small amount of linseed 
meal mixed with it. The linseed meal 
to a certain extent takeB the place of 
the casein which has been removed 
from the milk, for the linseed meal is 
very rich in protein matter. The ex¬ 
pense of caring for the whey in this 
way is very small, and the results are 
very gratifying, both to the farmer and 
the cheesemaker. In the first place, the 
farmers will have good, wholesome 
whey to feed to their stock, and, second¬ 
ly, the cheesemaker will have no gas 
forming bacteria coming from bis whey 
tank. Consequently, if the whey is 
properly cared for, the farmer will have 
better stock and the cheesemaker bet¬ 
ter cheese.—Dairy Reporter.

A new fashion in wedding presents 
appears to be abont to supersede the 
hackneyed one of jewelry, says a Lon¬ 
don correspondent. It takes the form of 
prayer books for brides and bridesmaids, 
coveted in specially designed artistic 
bindings, with the initials of each re¬ 
cipient and the date of the event in 
gold on the side. A leaf of vellum with 
gold border is also inserted in each book 
for the signatures of those present at 
the ceremony. The idea is excellent, as 
a prayer book is a serviceable article for 
daily Use, and is also a memento of 
what is an important event in a girl’s 
life—viz, her filling the office of brides¬ 
maid. The idea originated with fhe 
Guild of Women Binders, 61 Charing 
Cross road, and is already being carried 
mit for some important summer Wed¬ 
dings. The fashioh should appeal espe¬ 
cially to women, as it aids the move¬ 
ment for giving employment to their 
own sex.

“Our Charley.” 

Note,—T he following article, pub¬ 
lished in the Portland Transcript in 
1881 has been handed to us and will 
doubtless he of interest to many of our 
readers,—Ed. 

• Editors Transcript.—I have re¬ 
cently observed articlos referring 
to men who went into the army at 
an early age during the rebellion, 
and I think the case of Charles 
Freeman, Co. I, 5th Maine Infan¬ 
try, worthy to be spoken of, in this 
connection. 

That Company (I) was raised at 
Bethel, Me., and when it went to 
the front, was commanded by Cap¬ 
tain, afterwards” General, Clark: Si- 
Edwards, whose name appears in 
the history of the war, as one of 
the bravest men in the army. 

When the company was filling 
its ranks at Bethel, little Charley, 
as he was afterwords known, play¬ 
ed the fife for the soldiers as they 
marched about the village, and be¬ 
came so thoroughly fascinated 
with the soldiers’ life, that when 
the company was ordered to Port¬ 
land, nothing could prevent him 
from coming with it. He was an 
orphan and but about 13 years of 
age, and had been since his infan¬ 
cy almost, cared for by Mrs. John 
| Hastings of Bethel. He was, it is 
| believed, the only child then iiv- 
jing, of the ill-fated Freeman fami¬ 
ly of Gilead, who were, about the 
time the Atlantic & St. Lawrence 
R. R. was built, actors in what 
was known as the “Wild River 
Tragedy” the particulars of which 
were briefly these, and which are 
probably remembered by many of 
your readers. The elder Freeman, 
Charley’s father, was a blacksmith, 
and at that time lived at, or near 
the point where the railroad 
crosses Wild River. The family 
was composed of the father, the 
mother, who is said to have been a 
handsome, but perhaps somewhat 
imprudent woman, the child Char¬ 
ley, and one or two other children. 

Either with or without sufficient 
cause, the father became insanely 
jealous of the attentions paid his 
wife by one of the contractors on 
the road, which resulted in the 
murder of the mother and thesui- 
cido of the father. From that time 
until the breaking out of the war, 
the boy found every comfort of a 
home and a mother’s care in the 
family of Mr. Hastings. 

Charley came to Portland with 
the company, and after remaining 
a few days, in an old building 
which stood on the corner of Mar¬ 
ket and Congress Sts. where the 
brick building owned by the city 
now stands, went into camp where 
the Rolling Mills now stand, and 
then called Camp Preble, after¬ 
ward, Camp Berry. This was the 
first company to break ground 
there during the war. 

During the stay of the command 
at this place, Charley was prompt 
in every duty and became the 
pride and pet of the regiment, and 
when the men were mustered with 
the U. S. service, he was, by a lit¬ 
tle management on the part of the 
officers, mustered as a musician. 
The Adjutant General’s Report, 
shows him to have been II years 
of age at that time, but the fact 
probably was, that he was about i 


told in whose presence he had been, 
he gravely remarked that he was 
glad, if that was the case, that he 
asked for the fruit before he took 
it, because if he had stolen it the 
president would probably had him 
courc-martiaied. 

Who of the men, now living, who 
composed the 3rd, 4lh, and 5th 
Maine and 2nd Vermont regi 
ments, which made up Gen. How¬ 
ard’s brigade, will forget the night 
of July 20, A. D., 1861? A more 
beautiful night never blessed the 
earth with its presence, and the 
bright moon looked down upon the 
great army encamped about Cen¬ 
terville, Virginia", with a radiance 
almost equal to day. At sunset,the 
brigade was drawn up in line of 
battle, and Gen. Howard invoked 
the blessing of God upon our arms 
in the struggle we knew was com¬ 
ing on the morrow. Prominent 
among the musicians who passed 
before us in obedience to the order, 
“Troop, beat off,” was the trim fig¬ 
ure of little Charley, the youngest 
soldier in the whole great army. 
After this duty was over, many of 
the men engaged in letter-writing, 
and about 11 o’clock, Charley came 
and crept into my blanket with 
me, a bed he had always shared, 
and fell asleep. The command 
was put in line about 2.30 the next 
morning, and Charley went to his 
place among the musicians. The 
next and last we saw of him was 
about 2 p. m., the next day, when 
he was on the advanced line, with

a view, as he said, “To see ’em 
fight,” and when the roll call took 
place that night, Charley’s “Here, 
sir,” was not heard. « 

He was not seen among us until 
late in the following December, 
when he came back from his im¬ 
prisonment in Richmond, broken 
down in health, but not in spirit. 
It was thought best to discharge 
him and he was sent home. His 
adventures, as I have heard them, 
in the prisons of the Confederacy, 
would fill a volume. 

This, I believe, is a hurried re¬ 
sume of the history of the young 
est soldier of the War of the Rebel¬ 
lion; if there were any younger 
ones, let us hear from them, if not, 
let us award that distinction to 
“Our Charley.”

Naval Officials Witness a Satisfac¬ 
tory Demonstration of Marconi’s 
Late Invention. 

It has heen demonstrated to the 
naval officials by Marconi, the It¬ 
alian inventor of wireless telegra¬ 
phy, that wireless telegraphy can 
be used to great advantage atsea. 
The battleship Massachusetts and 
the cruiser New York have return- 
eu to New York after three days of 
experimental work with the ma¬ 
terials furnished by the inventor, 
Marconi. This invention will un¬ 
doubtedly be.* used in. the near 
future in our navy. 

Its modus operandi, as now used, 
may be briefly explained as fol¬ 
lows : 

A wire runs from the earth, or 
water when aboard a ship, to the 
instrument, and then to the top of 
the mast. A powerful alternating 
current is made to flow up the wire 
by means of au induction-coil, and 
that is made “alive” by closing the 
key, very much like the key used 
in the Morse Telegraph sei, only 
that it is much larger. The rapid 
opening and closing of the key 
produces a dot, and a dash is made 
by holding the key down a longer 
period. * 

It is thus that the characters of 
the Morse alphabet are made, and 
any telegraph operator is able lo 
read what is sent or received. 
When the instrument is not in use 
for transmitting, a switch is turn¬ 
ed, cutting out the key, and at¬ 
taching a receiver which is con¬ 
nected with the mast in the same 
manner as the key. The electrical 
impulses sent out by any other sta¬ 
tion are caught by the wire on the 
mast and carried to the receiver, 
where they magnetize in a small 
degree a bar, which causes small 
metal filings near by to cluster 
around it. This closes another 
circuit, and works the recording 
instrument like the old-fashioned 
registerer, and sets a small ham¬ 
mer, called the “trapper” to thump¬ 
ing against a glass tube that holds 
the bar and filings. As soon as 
the sending operator releases his 
key and stops the electrical im¬ 
pulses from the wire, the attrac¬ 
tion for the filings ceaseB and the 
thumping of the “trapper” stops— 
the short and long impulses from 
the sender cause dots and dashes 
to be marked on the paper by . the 
register through the delicate but 
exact work of the “coherer.” 

An actual use of the wireless 
telegraph that pleased all the 
officers aboard the Hew York oc¬ 
curred a short time since. While 
the Hew York and Massachusetts 
the latter astern, were putting out 
to sea, the Marconi operator called 
the flagship up and sent out that 
there was a man overboard. The 
message was taken to the officers 
who were clustered aft, trying to 
find out what the reason was why 
the Massachusetts was heaving to, 
and they soon saw the battleship’s 
boats lowered and pull lo Ihe 
rescue of the unlucky old salt. 

Signals had been sent aloft to 
notify the flagship what had oc¬ 
curred, but in the 10 minutes used 
in displaying the flag signals, Rear 
Admiral Karquhr had been in 
communication with thp battle¬ 
ship by means of the wireless tele¬ 
graph, and he had learned that the 
man overboard had caught the 
life buoy thrown by a sailor whose 
duty it is to watch lor such oc 
currences. ‘ 

Rear Admiral Farquhr ordered 
the Massachusetts to report as 
soon as the man had been caught 
up, and thiriy minutes later, while 
those on board were watching, the 
return 6 f the lifeboats and wonder¬ 
ing which boat picked him up, the 
receiver in the instrument record¬ 
ed that the starboard lifeboat 
which had been hidden from view 
of the Hew York had made the 
rescue. 

The government also called for 
a long distance transmission and 
other tests, and, shortly alter this 
first test, the Hew York hovered 
around Sandy Hook lightship, 
while the Massachusetts steamed 
off rrom the coast to the east at 
about twelve tnois. A constant 
communication was kept op be¬ 
tween the two ships, the instru¬ 
ments working finely until t.h<> 
battleship had proceeded about 30 
miles, then the recording of the 
impulses from the Massachusetts 
grew fainter, and at a distance of 36 
miles were unreal able .Mr. Marconi 
Said that with more prepan tioti 
transmission could have been made 
80 miles distant. Ho expressed 
his regret that he was unable to 
show the board that, at the dis¬ 
tance of 80 miles they might tele¬ 
graph Without wires. And this is 
the test of Wireless' telegraphy.
